SUMMARY OF BILL: Proposes amending Article XI of the Constitution of Tennessee
by adding language to provide that no law shall be enacted which proliferates murder, rape,
involuntary servitude, human trafficking, or prostitution. Requires the proposed language to be
posted to the website of the Secretary of State (SOS) and the website of the General Assembly,
in accordance with Article XI, Section 3 of the Constitution of Tennessee.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

Assumptions:

e The proposed language will be posted on the official websites of SOS and General
Assembly to satisfy publication requirements established by Article X1, Section 3 of the
Constitution of Tennessee; therefore, any increase in state expenditures for costs
associated with publication are considered not significant.

not significant.
